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U.S. COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES—
UTILITY PATENT GRANTS 1969-1997

This report, prepared by the United States Patent and Trademark Office, Office
for Patent and Trademark Information, summarizes utility patent activity of U.S.
colleges, universities, and associations composed of U.S. colleges and
universities, during calendar years 1969-1997. The content of the report
includes numbers of utility patents assigned annually and the technological
emphases of patents assigned to U.S. colleges and universities. Tabular
presentations are provided for all institutions; in addition, separate tabulations
are provided for each institution ranked in the top 100 by total research and
development (R&D) expenditures in fiscal year 1996.

Patent data presented in this report were obtained from the USPTO's
Technology Assessment and Forecast (TAF) database. The TAF database is
maintained by the Office for Patent and Trademark Information and contains the
bibliographic information from patents that have issued since 1963. Academic
institutions ranked in the top 100 for R&D expenditures in FY 1996 were
identified from National Science Foundation report, Academic Research and
Development Expenditures, Fiscal Year 1996 (NSF 98-304).

This report contains two attachments, followed by five tabular presentations of
data for U.S. colleges, universities, or associations of colleges and universities
that received one or more utility patents between 1969-97.

Attachment A is an alphabetical listing of all institutions represented in the report
and the number of utility patents assigned to each institution between 1969-
1997.

Attachment B is a numeric listing of patent classes of technology and the title of
each class, as of December 31, 1997. Classes of technology correspond to the
U.S. Patent Classification (USPC) system that existed on December 31, 1997.

TAB A shows total numbers of patents granted annually in each class of
technology between 1969-97 (data for 1969-77 are consolidated), for all
institutions.  Classes of technology correspond to those which appear in
Attachment B. The USPC system is comprised of 400+ classes of technology
that are divided into 140,000+ subclasses. When a patent is granted it receives
at least one class/subclass designation; additional class/subclass designations
may be given, depending on which technologies are disclosed in the patent. The
“original” class is the first class to appear on the patent; additional
class/subclasses (if present) are referred to as cross-references. The distribution
of patents in TAB A is based on the “original” class of technology that appears
on patents assigned to academic institutions.

TAB B identifies classes of technology that are more or less emphasized in
patents assigned to all U.S. academic institutions between 1969-97. A
University Activity Index identifies classes of technology in which relatively more
or fewer patents are assigned to academic institutions vis a vis all patent



assignees. Patent counts in each USPC class of technology are also provided
for all U.S. academic institutions and for all U.S. patent assignees.

TAB C provides total numbers of patents granted between 1969-97 to all
academic institutions. Patent counts are distributed by year of patent grant and
by year of application filing. Further breakouts show counts by geographic origin,
based on the country of residence of the first named inventor. For each
academic institution, patent counts by year of grant and by year of application
filing are also provided.

TAB D and TAB E provide the following data for each academic institution
ranked in the top 100 by R&D expenditures in FY 1996:

TAB D shows numbers of utility patents granted to each college or university
ranked in the top 100, distributed by class of technology. Data are provided for
all years 1969-76, and for individual years 1977-97.

TAB E gives numbers of utility patents granted to each college or university
ranked in the top 100, for all years 1969-83, and for individual years 1984-97.
Patents are distributed by year of grant and by year of application filing.

Selection of Academic Institutions

Academic institutions that appear in this report consist of U.S. colleges,
universities, and associations of U.S. colleges and universities that were
assigned one or more U.S. utility patents between 1969-97.

The selection of academic institutions is based on a search of patent assignee
names that appear in the Technology Assessment and Forecast assignee file.
The assignee file is an alphabetical listing of more than 166,000 names of
owners of U.S. patents.

Only the first-named assignee on a patent is contained in the TAF data base.
This eliminates double-counting of patents when distributions are based on
assignee name. Thus, a search of patents assigned to academic institutions
excludes patents with a first-named assignee that is not an academic institution,
but with a second assignee that is a U.S. academic institution; however, this
situation is relatively infrequent.

A comprehensive list of institutions selected for inclusion in this report is
presented in alphabetical order in Attachment A. Academic institutions that are
included in this report for the first time this year are shown below. Some of these
institutions (e.g., University of Maryland Biotechnology Institute) may be
components of larger academic institutions or systems that appear elsewhere in
the report (e.g., University of Maryland):

Careful consideration should be given to the use of patent data to assess the
inventive activity of a particular component of a larger institution or state-wide
system. A search of patents assigned to the University of California--Los
Angeles, for example, might result in the identification of several patents with
that assignee name. However, the assignee name that appears on other
patents associated with the UCLA campus might simply show University of
California. This situation occurs when the patent applicant or legal
representative, who is responsible for providing the assignee name that appears
on the patent, variously provides the name of the state-wide system, a particular
campus, or a foundation, institute, etc. within a college or university.

The lack of consistency in the format of assignee names can also pose a
problem identifying patents associated with colleges and universities ranked in
the top 100 according to R&D expenditures in fiscal year 1996. The top 100
institutions in the NSF survey are not necessarily ranked according to state-wide
systems. For example, the University of California — San Diego was ranked 6"
in R&D expenditures in FY 1996 and the University of California — Los Angeles
was ranked 8" according to NSF figures. As noted above, it is not always
possible to associate patents with a specific campus or research center
separately from the larger institution or state-wide system to which it belongs.
For purposes of this report, the R&D expenditures at all campuses of a given
institution were consolidated into a single figure. Similarly, all patents associated
with a given institution, its various campuses, known research centers,
foundations, or institutes that are integral units of that institution were
consolidated into a single patent count.  Consolidated figures for top 100
institutions are presented in TAB D (distributed by class of technology) and TAB
E (total numbers of utility patents). The data presented in TAB C (annual patent
counts), which represent all U.S. colleges and universities are not consolidated.
Multiple entries for a particular university and its integral units may be individually
listed in TAB C.

Data Base Records

The TAF data base includes bibliographic data items for 2.7 million U.S. patents
issued since 1963. While every effort is made to ensure accurate data for all
patents, the size and complexity of the data base prevent achievement of a
totally "clean" record. The following points are noted.



1) A foreign origin patent in this report is a patent [assigned to an
academic institution at the time of issue] with a first-named inventor who resided
in a country other than the United States.

2) The expression "Corporate Owned" applies to patents owned by non
government organizations. Thus, patents assigned to academic institutions are
characterized as "corporate.”

3) Patents assigned to U.S. academic institutions should be categorized
as U.S. corporate owned. Patents in this report that are characterized as U.S.
government, foreign corporate, foreign government or individually owned patents
are the result of errors in the patent record.

4) Recent enhancements to the TAF information retrieval system have
resulted in a much improved capability to validate and correct the information in
the TAF data base. In 1992, the TAF program office corrected several patent
assignment errors on records which included some universities, especially in the
states of Oregon and Arizona. Thus, total patent counts for these institutions
may show unusually large increases (or decreases), compared to data contained
in prior reports.

5) Patent classification information in this report reflects changes to the
USPC, effective December 1997. At the time of issue, each patent is classified
into one or more USPC classes of technology--the first class listed is known as
the "original® class. Subsequent expansion or changes in the technology
associated with a particular class may require a modification to the USPC. As a
result, a patent may be reclassified into a new class. Thus, the current, original
class associated with a patent may not be the same class assigned at the time of
issue. The distribution of patents by class in this report is based on current,
original class, as of December 1997.

Results

In 1997 the USPTO issued 111,984 utility patents, of which 2,436 (2.2%) were
assigned to a U.S. college, university or association of U.S. colleges and
universities. Both the number and percent of total patents assigned to U.S.
academic institutions have steadily increased since 1984, when only 551 utility
patents (.8% of total) were assigned to U.S. academic institutions. The 2,436
patents assigned to U.S. academic institutions in 1997 represent 4.8% of the
50,229 patents assigned to non-government, U.S. organizations. (See Table 1.)

Institutions with larger numbers of utility patents received in 1997 were the
University of California (275 patents), followed by Massachusetts Institute of
Technology (102 patents), and the University of Texas (81 patents). These
institutions were also the top three recipients of U.S. utility patents in 1996.

Technologies that have been emphasized in patenting by U.S. colleges and
universities include superconductors, biotechnology, and pharmaceuticals.
Between 1969-97, disproportionately more patents assigned to U.S. academic
institutions were in the following classes of technology:

Class 800—Multicellular Living Organisms and Unmodified Parts Thereof;
Class 435—Chemistry: Molecular Biology and Microbiology;

Class 530—Chemistry: Natural Resins or Derivatives; Peptides or Proteins;
Lignins or Reaction Products Thereof;

Class 505—Superconductor Technology: Apparatus, Material, Process;
Class 536—O0rganic Compounds—Part of the Class 532-570 Series; and
Class 424—Drug, Bio-Affecting and Body Treating Compositions.
